We recently submitted an appeal to Schools and Libraries Division from a Form 486 Notification Letter
dated 10/02/2002 for funding year 2001: 07/01/2001-06/30/2002. The SLD did not consider our appeal
citing that FCC rules did not permit SLD to consider the appeal because it was received more than 60
days after the date of the Form 486 Notification Letter.

Please accept this as our appeal from that decision. The Form 486 Notification Letter dated 10/02/2002
from SLD was to inform us that the SLD had changed our service start dates because we had not met the
120-day 486 deadline. The individual filing our E-rate documents mistakenly understood that this Form
486 Notification Letter dated 10/02/2002 was not something we could appeal since the explanation of the
service date change was that we had missed the 120-day 486 deadline. We have since found that we
could have appealed the service date change.

We feel that our missing the 60-day deadline in appealing the 10/02/2002 letter is a case of excusable
neglect. The District was without a staff attorney, which was an extraordinary circumstance attributable to
family illness, and we did not have the benefit of legal advice as to appeal rights or, for that matter,
whether an appeal was even necessary in light of our understanding of the situation.

Attached is a copy of our Letter of Appeal dated May 15, 2003, to the Schools and Libraries Division. We
respectiully request that this appeal be considered even though it was submitted past the 60-day window
of the Form 486 Notification Letter dated 10/02/2002 due to our excusable neglect.

We would like to appeal the change in service dates in the Form 486 Notification Letter dated
October 2, 2002, we received for funding year 2001: 07/01/2001 — 06/30/2002.

Four of our start dates were revised from 07/01/2001 to 05/07/2002 with the date change
explanation given as: 120-DAY 486 DEADLINE. Two of our FRN's were not even listed on the
Form 486 Notification Letter. FRN's 732221 and 732222 were not listed at all. This adjusted
our approved funding total from $287,577.37 down to $34,128.47.

Here is the chronology of events given to me by John Warne, who did our E-rate for Yr. 4, 2001-
2002:

<+ The Form 470 was filed online and posted to the SLD website on 10/18/2000.

s+ The Form 471 was filed after the 470 posting was closed around the end of January
2001.

<+ We received our Form 471 Receipt Acknowledgment Lefter dated 12/04/2001.

“» We received our Funding Commitment Decision Letter on 01/25/2002. This was for
Funding Year 4: 07/01/2001 — 06/30/2002.

This Funding Commitment Decision Letter did have two paragraphs on page 2 pertaining to
when our 486 must be filed by. Neither paragraph pertained to us since our service start dates
were 07/01/2001 and we received our commitment letter after the service start dates and after
the 120-day window from 07/01/2001.

That wording in more recent E-rate commitment letters has been changed to clearly specify
when the 120-day window for filing the Form 486 starts and ends if you receive your

commilment letter after the start of your service.

We did not realize that the 120-day window started on the date of the Funding Commitment
Letter since we had already started our service before the date of the letter. We missed filing
our Form 486 before the end of that 120-day window. When we did file the Form 486, we
received a Form 486 notification letter telling us we had missed the Form 486 window and
would only receive partial funding of the original approved amount. SLD changed our service
dates from 07/01/2001 to 05/01/2002 reducing us to 60 days of service.

Please consider the following extenuating circumstances: The person responsible for filing our
year 4 E-rate had recently undergone surgery and chemotherapy for colon cancer. Although
the treatments appeared successful, I'm certain that these factors had an effect on his work
ability. He had successfully filed our year 2 and year 3 E-rate and clearly understeod the
importance of the deadlines. When the year 4 Funding Decision Letter arrived in early February
2001, we were in the middle of deadlines for our year 5 E-rate. Please take this into
consideration as you consider our appeal.

We hope you understand why the 120-day window for filing the Form 486 was not clear o us,
which led us to miss this critical window in our filing of our Form 486.

We request that the service start dates be revised back to the original 07/01/2001 date and the
discounts be recalculated to reflect the full amount approved less the amount already disbursed.

Your consideration of our request will be appreciated. | have attached copies of our Year 4
Funding Commitment Decision Letter and our Form 486 Notification Letter.

Although your Form 486 has been fully data entered, the SLD will continue to investigate
the CIPA compliance status of each of the entities represented on each EFRN listed. If
the SLD discovers that the reported CIPA compliance status for an entity is not valid,

NOTICE ON INVQICING
